absorbed. Among the long series 
of deviations from this high con- 
cept, the incident of the Golden 
Calf stands out as the most serious. 
Aaron's conduct in this matter 
seems, on the face of it, incredible. 
One can find all manner of excuses 
for the people; they missed their 
great leader Moses, who, they 
thought, had left them for good ; 
they were unused to the abstract 
concept of God; they were stil 
steeped in the spirit and ways of 
idolatry which had surrounded 
them for so long in Egypt. But 
what can one say in defence of 
Aaron? . He had been left in 
charge, he was the priest, he knew 
that Moses would return. And it 
is indeed to him that Moses, on 
returning to the camp, turns tor 
an explanation: “What did this 
people unto thee, that thou hast 
brought a great sin upon them? 
It does indeed appear as if 
Aaron was more culpable than 
the people. For it was he who 
actually fashioned the calf, and 
“built an altar before it,” 
proclaimed to the people ~ to- 
morrow shall be-a feast to the 
Lord.” The commentators were 
greatly concerned with this pro- 
blem, and Rashi puts in a stout 
defence of Aaron.

The J.N.F. Executive Director. Mr 
H. J. Osterley, replied to the criticism 
by saying that the expenditure of the 
senior J.N.F. had to be fairly high 
to cover the whole of the country, 
but the ratio of expenditure to income 
Was no more than 9 per cent. “ We 
spend some £60,000 on management, 
which may seem a high figure, but we 
send £606,000 to Israel. No one can 
do better than that. ' 

“I am convinced that we maintain 
the strictest supervision on the ques- 
tion of expenses and that 9 per cent 
is the very minimum we can incur 
in order to make the J.N.F. an 
efficient machine. We cannot supply 
@ balance-sheet to every one of our 
contributors. This would increase 


expenditure. But balance-sheets are 
always available.” 
But Mr. Shure was not satisfied 


with this answer. He asked: “ How 
many people in this room actually 
know how much expenditure there is 
or what the money is used for. The 
public, and in particular the sub- 
scriders, do not know.” 

There was also criticism of the 
Israeli Embassy in London during a 
discussion on publicity. It was alleged 
that there was something lacking in 
the public relations administration 
both at the Embassy and from Isracl 
itself. 

The conference was marked by the 
Scrious attitude of the delegates, many 
of whom had travelled from all parts

ANOTHER SHECHITA 
BOARD 


Federation's Plans 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Federation of Synagogues is 
to proceed with its plans to estab- 
lish its own Shechita Board and Beth 
Din. 

This is apparent from a statement 
issued by the Federation on Tucsday 
which said: 

“A joint meeting of the Hon. 
Officers, Rabbinate Committec, and 
Shechita Advisory Committee was 
held on Monday to consider the posi- 
tion rising out of the adoption of the 
resolution regarding Shechita by the 
General Council on March 7 and 
the recommendation of the Executive 
of the Shechita Board agreed at its 
meeting of the 9th. 

“The amendment to Law 16 
recommended by the Executive of 
the Board for Shechita had been 
rejected by the Federation after care- 
ful consideration as long ago as 
January 15 of this year. The asser- 
tion of Mr. Boxer that it was recom- 
mended ‘to accommodate Mr. Leder- 
man’ is therefore quite incom- 
prehensible. 


No Alternative 


“To keep the door open for the 
settlement the resolution adopted by 
the Federation's Council [to set up its 
own Shechita organisation. if the 
Shechita Board did not agree to allow 
the Federation representation on its 
Ecclesiastical Authorities} was to be 
implemented only if the Board's 
Executive decided to reject the Chief 
Rabbi's proposals and the Board was 
so advised before its meeting and was 
urged by the Federation to accept the 
Chief Rabbi's ruling. 

“ Since the Executive of the Board 
in effect ignored both the Chief 
Rabbi's ruling and the Federation's 
approach, the joint Committee of the 
Todenetion decided that they. had no 
alternative but to take steps to carry 


out the resolution adopted by the 
Council. 
“If there is still a desire on the 


part of the Board for Shechita for a 
settlement of this issue and for com- 


munal unity. the Board should 
demonstrate this desire by positive 
action.” 

It is understood that. plans to 


implement the Federation's proposals 
are now under active consideration.

| How extensive is discrimination — 


against Jews in golf clubs? | 
JEWISH CHRONICLE correspon- 
dents have been conducting a 


countrywide investigation, and in 
this series of articles their find- 


ines will be given. ) 
NOQUIRIES made into recent 
allegations of discrimination 


against Jews in golf clubs in 
London and the Home Counties 
have: brought forth conflicting 
evidence. Several clubs strenuously 
denied anti-Jewish bias, but exper- 
ences recounted by Jewish golfers 
who have attempted to join these 
same clubs would indicate that dis- 
crimination dees exist. In general, 
it would seem that many clubs 
throughout the country, especially 


in areas where there are sizable 
Jewish communities, indulge in 
subtle discrimination against 
Jewish applicants. In some cases 
clubs have a .quota system for 
Jews. 


An extensive campaign conducted 
during the past two years by Mrs. 
Shirley Porter (of Hampstead) and 
Mrs. Freda Gold (of Golders Green) 
has yielded some interesting results 
In that time they have been turned 
down (sometimes openly, at other 
times far more subtly) by the Mill 
Hill, Highgate, Finchley, South Herts, 


Hendon, Moor Park. Porters Park. 
Hampstead, North Middlesex, and 
Old Fold Manor golf clubs. The 
usual excuse given was “No 
vacancies,” the Ladies’ Section often 
becoming mysteriously filled as soon 
as the committee members became 


aware of their religion 
Ladies’ Section “ Full” 

At Hendon, Mrs. Gold was told by 
the Secretary that “if Jews were 
accepted, there would be no room for 
ordinary people.” On = anothe: 
occasion, while playing at Highgate. 
she had been asked by the secretary 
(who was at that time unaware that 
she was Jewish) why she did not join 
the club, as “ we could do with some 
more lady members.” After accept- 
ing an application form, she had 
mentioned her religion to the secre- 
tary, only to be told: “We have no 
bar against race, colour, or creed, but 
the Ladies’ Section is full.” 

Many similar cases of discrimina- 


tion have .come to light. Even 
people prominent in the general 
community have had their applica- 
tions wefused. Alderman George 


Norman. who was Mayor of Hornsey 
from 1950 to 1951, was made an 
honorary member of the Highgate 
Golf Club (as is the custom) during 
his year of effice. When this term 
expired, and he applied to the club 
for permanent membership, his 
sponsors were forced by the commit- 
tee to withdraw their support. 

Alderman E. Snowman, former 
Mayor of Hampstead, applied to join 
the Hendon Golf Club in 1951, but 
was told he would not be accepted 
because he was a Jew. (He is now 
a member of Woodford Park Golf 
Club, at Epsom, where—he assures 
us--there is no. discrimination of 
any kind.) 


Asked Religion 


Mr. Derek Lubell, of Hendon, said 
that at Hampstead, about three years 
ago, after being informed that there 
were ample vacancies for 5-day mem- 
bers, he had mentioned that he was 
a Jew, only to be told: “There is 
no discrimination here, but the com- 
mittee never elects Jews.” 

Mrs. Jean Gold, of Muswell Hill. 
described how she had applied for 
membership at her local golf club 


after being told that vacancies 
existed. When she entered her 
religion on the application form 


(which requested these details), the 
secretary told her she would have 
to be placed on a waiting-list. Mrs. 
Gold’s answer was to retort indig- 
nantly that her husband had not been 
placed on a waiting-list when he 
joined the Army during the war. or 
when he was awarded the Military 
Medal. “The Secretary, somewhat 
abashed, then offered me temporary 
membership until such a time is a 
vacancy should occur in * the Jewish 
quota.” After that, said Mrs. Gold. 
she joined the Hartsbourne Club. to 
which many Jews had flocked because 
they had been refused admission else- 
where. 

There are other golf clubs which 
ask for religion to be stated on the 
application form. At the South 
Herts Golf Club, for example. the 
apptication form asks for religion, 
country of birth, and change of name, 
if any.

GHETTO ANNIVERSARY AS 
CAMPAIGN DAY 


From our Special Correspondent 


The anniversary of the Warsaw 
Ghetto Revolt April 19—1ts this year 
to be proclaimed as a day for “a 
world-wide campaign ™ against anti- 
semitism. A resolution to this effect 
was submitted by the Jewish delegates 
trom Paris, representing the French 
Resistance fighters at the International 
Conference Against Antisemitism, 
held in Rome earlier this month. 

[he Conference was convened by, 
the International League of Human 
Rights, the Union of the Italian 
israclite Communities. the Halan 
Union of Former Deportees from 
Nazi Camps. and the Italian Organisa- 
tion of Former Combatants [he 
International Federation of Resistance 
Fighters was also represented 

As some of these organisations have 
the Pasi been suspected of om- 
munist leanings the Western Press has 
not given the event adequate atten- 
tion. Yet the event was of inte: 
national significance and may give a 
new impetus to the fight against anti- 
semitism 


Political Propaganda 


Among the twelve countries repre- 
sented was the Soviet Union. and what 
is particularly significant is that Russia 
sent Mr. Kozlov, the Chairman of the 
Supreme Soviet, to make his voice 
heard at the Rome gathering. 

As might have been expected, Mr 
Koziov, as did also some of the othe: 
delegates, imcluding the Jewish dele- 
gate from Warsaw. used the gathering 
lor airing political propaganda. Mr. 
Kozlov recalled the Potsdam Agree- 
ment and expressed the fear that “ the 
neo-Nazis in Western Germany had 
come to life again. Nevertheless, his 
condemnation of antisemitism and 
racialism as obstacles to real peace 
made a very deep impression 

Ihe Italian Jewish community was 
represented by Mr. Piperno, the Presi- 


dent of the Association of Jewish. 


communities in Italy, who expressed 
his disappointment that few Jewish 
communities abroad responded to his 
invitation to send representatives But 
he gave the lead to the delegates with 
his call to initiate -world-wide action 
to combat antisemitism

GENEVA 

During its second week the Human 
Rights Commission adopted the 
French draft for a Declaration of the 
Right of Asylum, one of the main 
points on the agenda of the. present 
session, 

The Soviet bloc (U.S.S.K., Ukraine. 
and Poland) tried to sidetrack the 
issue, but the Commission decided to 
proceed with the item; the U-.S.S.R. 
and the Ukraine (but not Poland) 
withdrew from participation in the 
substantive debate, but took part in 
the voting. 

The French draft, put forward by 
Professor R, Cassin, was strongly 
supported by Britain and Belgium. 

The opposition was led by India 
and Lebanon, who = stressed the 
sovereign right of States to refuse 
asylum whenever they felt it neces- 
sary, While France, Britain, and Bel- 
gium considered the rights of the 
person needing asylum as more 
important, and wanted to restrict the 
exceptions to an absolute minimum.

ISRAELI APPEAL TO

HAIFA 

The heads of the Organisation of 
Nazi Victims 1 Israel have sent an 
appeal to Dr. Adenauer, the Federal 
German Chancellor, asking him to 
extend the Law of Limitations for a 
further ten years. This law at present 
provides that no charges for murders 
committed during the Nazi régime 
can be filed after June 1, 1960. 

The Isracli appeal points out that 
the German office at Ludwigsburg, 
which is charged with the task of dis- 
covering and charging Nazi criminals, 
has been unable to fulfil its task 
owing to the shortness of time, and 
as a result many Nazi war criminals 
are still at large in Germany. Among 
the signatories are Rabbi M. Nurock 
and other prominent Israclis con- 
nected with the Organisation of Nazi 
Victims.

Oranje Nassau on behalf of Queen 
Juliana. Rabbi Cordozo retired last 
year and has settled in Israel, Until 
the arrival of the new rabbi, Lazarus 
Axelrod, of Philadelphia, U.S.A., 
next month, Mr. D. S. Cardozo, 
the brother of the former Chief 
Rabi, is in charge of Mikve 
Israel's religious services. All the 
three Jewish congregations of 
Curacao are represented on the 
Central Jewish Committée, formed 
of two representatives of each con- 
gregation and two delegates from 
Aruba. 

Aruba, the second largest Dutch 
Caribbean island, with a popula- 
tion of over 48,000, has thirty 
Jewish families, all of them Ash- 
kenazi settlers, mostly of Polish and 
Rumanian origin. The first syna- 
gogue with a new community 
centre is to be constructed shortly 
in Oranjestad, the capital. Mr.

A recently discovered gravestone 
with inscriptions dating from 1563 
suggests that Jews were living on 
this island many centuries ago.

OBITUARY 


JUDGE GAD FRUMKIN 


A man who was the highest Jewish 
official in Palestine under the Man- 
date, Judge Gad Frumkin, died yester- 
day week in Jerusalem at the age 
of 72. 

Born in Jerusalem. he was a son 
of the late Israel Dov Frumkm, a 
pioncer of the Hebrew Press in Pales- 
tine He studied law at Constant- 
nople and qualified as an Ottoman 
lawver 

On the outbreak of the First World 
War Frumkin returned to Palestine 
and was appointed Chief Magrsitrate 
in Jerusalem by the British Military 
Administration, and later by the High 
Commissioner as the Jewish judge of 
the Supreme Court of Palestine 

He became a leader of the com- 
munity in many activities: he was 
President of the Boai Brith Lodge, 


Chairman of the Palestine Friends of 
the Hebrew University, Chairman of 
the local Chevra Kadisha, and was 
the Palestine representative on the 
Olympic Games Commitice, to men- 
tion a few of his services. 

In his work for the Hebrew 
University Judge Frumkin often 
travelled abroad. He visited England 
on a number of occasions, the last 
heing in July last year. 

He leaves a widow, two sons, and 
two daughters. 

At the funeral. last Friday. the pro- 
cession to the Sanhedria Ccmetery was 
led by President Ben-Zvi, the Mimics 
of justice, the President of the 
Supreme Court, the Chief Rabbi, 
members of the diplomatic corps, and 
many representatives of public 
institutions and organisations in Israel. 


MR. BENJAMIN COHEN 


Mr Benjamin A. Cohen, Under- 
Secretary of the United Nations, died 
in New York on Sunday at the age of 
64. He had served the United 
Nations since ‘its inception. 

Mr. Cohen (not to be confused 
with Mr. Benjamin V. Cohen, former 
alternate delegate of the United 


States at the Unwed Nations) was 
born in Concepcion, Chile. Alte! 
working as a journalist on Several 


important dailies in Chile. he entered 
the diplomatic service of his country. 
He served in the United States, Para- 
guay, and Bolivia, and attended 
numerous imternational conferences 
In 1936 Mr. Cohen was appointed 
Director of the Diplomatic Depart- 
ment of the Chilean Foreign Office. 
a post he held for three years. Among 
hus later diplomatic posts abroad he 
served as Ambassador to Bolivia 
during the whole of the last war, 
When Mr. Cohen first went to 
the United Nations in 1945, on loan 
from the Chilean Government. he 
served with the International Secre- 
tariat for the Eaccutive Committee

The subject of the chess mind is an 
entrancing one that has intrigued and 
puzzied many a psychologist and 
philosopher in the last hundred years. 
It is a difficult problem that has never 
been properly tackled. The trouble is 
that the experts among the psycho- 
logists are the veriest tyros as chess- 
players, while the accomplished 
chessmasters have similar deficiencies 
as regards psychology and philosophy. 
The result is that each expert, 
whether on the chess or the philo- 
sophical side, has tended to approach 
the subject with preconceived ideas, 
and, what is worse, with a compre- 
hension of the field that embraces 
only half the problem. 

There has developed, too, the great 
danger of regarding the chess mind as 
something special and apart from the 
ordinary mind. From this in turn has 
come the tendency to regard the great 
chessplayer as possessing, not exactly 
a super-intellect, but an abnormal 
one. And the sense of these last two 


words has been by no means compli- | 


mentary but rather represents an 
advancement of the “great wits to 
madness surely are allied” theory. 
By choosing his particular title 
“The Chess Mind,” Abrahams has 
laid himself open to this charge ; but 
an examination of the theories put 
forward in his excellent book shows 
he has completely avoided the dangers 
ef ascribing to such a mind esoteric 
mysteries that do not concern the 
normal human intellect. What he has 
sought to achieve, and largely suc- 
ceeded in doing, is to describe the 


sobre attributes of the ordinary mind 
t 


have to be developed in order to 


obtain mastery at the game of chess. 
Such questions as vision. creative 
imagination, the essential chocks of 
common sense and logical thinking 
in chess are all treated here with the 
wit and subtlety that one has grown 
to expect from Abrahams as a chess 
writer. In fact, he writes so beguil- 
ingly that one is compelled to enjoy 
what he has written even if. as does 
occur, one disagrees with his conclu 
sions ON occasion. 

It might also be asked how far such 
a book will help the average ches* 
player to improve his strength 
over-the-board play, and the answet 
is a great deal, By a liberal use 0 
illustrative positions and games, 
Abrahams not only entertains the 
reader but forces home the points he 
wishes to make. 

Of particular use to the practical 
chessplayer are the chapters dealing 
with the use and abuse of imagine 
tion, varieties of error, and empirics 
chess. For this new edition. which, 
by the way, is wonderful value for 
five shillings, the author has chosea 
fresh games from present-da) events 
and corrected the text of the ors! 
book, There are, however. stil! a few 
mistakes that need correction ; for the 
most part minor misspellings that 
will merely irritate the victims. Fof

Law was at present constituted. a 
woman could not divorce her hus- 
band-—she had to get a divorce from 
him, which in certain circumstances 
could cause her the most excruciating 
distress.

JAMES PARKES 


HRISTIANS are always 

contrasting the wicked 

and harsh Jewish ‘eye ior 
an eye’ with the Christian doctrine 
of love. This is superiative nor- 
sense. . . Thus wrote the Rev. 
Dr. James Parkes in a recent Issue 
of a church journal. 

The remark is characteristic of 
the man whose Library and Insti- 
tute at Barley in Herts, it has been 
announced, are to enter into a close 
association with the Wiener Library 
in London. 


James Parkes’s knowledge of 
Jewish history and religion is pro- 
found. He has a score of books 


on this and cognate subjects to his 


credit, of which perhaps the best 
known is “The Conflict of the 
Church and the Synagogue.” From 


1949 to. 1951 he was President of 
the Jewish Historical Society. He 
slieves that it has never happened 
before. that a Christian has been 
so deeply soaked in Judaism with- 
out becoming a Jew, as did Aime 
Pallitre in France. Travers Her- 
ford, the centenary of whose birth 
falls this year, might be held to 
qualify as a rival for this unique 
position; but he was a Unitarian 
and, in consequence, theologically 


outside the Christian fold. 


* * 
James Parkes himself comes of 
Unitarian stock, but he was 
brought up and ordained im the 


‘Anglican faith. His tather-—a 
railway engineer, who died in 
Gsuernsey during the German occu- 
pation—came of a Staflordshire 
family of ardent Unitarians. His 
mother, however, was an inde- 
pendently-minded Anglican, and 


her husband, being indifferent to 
religion, allowed the children to be 
brought up in the Church of 
England. 

James was born in 1896, and 
‘thus belongs to the “lost genera- 


tion™ of the First World War 
period. From school in the Channel! 
Islands he went into the army and 
saw active service in France as an 
infantry officer. His brother was 
killed at Passchendael and his 
sister was drowned in the Irish Sea 
when the ship in which she was a 
passenger was torpedoed. Parkes's 
war experiences determined his 
choice of a career, and, after taking 
his. degree at Oxford, he entered 
the Church in 1925. He has never 
been a parish priest, and has always 
been concerned with organisational! 
and scholarly pursuits. 

Handsome and of medium height, 
he has the air of a don rather than 
a parson, and, indeed, the dog 
collar which he occasionally wears 
for official occasions never seems to 
sit comfortably around his neck, as 
though rebelling against the impo- 
sition of 4 uniform on a man whose 
views cannot be constrained within 
-a conventional frame. 


After some years in the service 
of the Student Christian Movement 
he was sent to Geneva, in 1928, 
for International Student Service 
to work in the field of cultural 
co-operation the’ European 
universities. He was concerned 
with the political conflicts which 
were bedevilling Luropean student 
life. at-that time, and soon found 
that the most widespread of them 
all was antisemitism. Thus he 
became deeply involved in_ the 
study of the Jewish problem and 
all that tt entailed. 

if his early experiences condi- 
tioned him first to becoming a 
deeply religious man and then to 
becoming soaked in Judaism, his 
approach to Jewish problems is 
not that of the sentimentalist. He 
believes profoundly, even fanati- 
cally, in the revelation on Mount 
Sinai, which he regards as in every 
way as important as Calvary. He 
places netther Cliristianity§ nor 
Judaism above or below the other 
in importance. In the language of 
a Gallican formulary, he says, they 
are “co-eternal and co-equal.” 

He is no philo-semite anxious to 
create an artificial, people or shed- 
ding crocodile tears over their mis- 
fortunes. He may wax lyrical over 
his garden or his sixteenth-century 
house, wilh its ancient beams on 


which the unwary may crack their 


¥ es 


heads, but his 
attitude to Jews 1s 
Strictly realistic. 
Nor is he inter- 
ested cornver- 
sion. Indeed, his 
views on this 
subject are very 
precise. He does 
not wish Jews to 
change their 
religion, for he 
considers that 
“Judaism is 
within and not 
outside the 
menical move- 
ment, so that I 
have no more 
desire to send 
missionaries to 
the Jews than | 
have to. the 
Roman Catholics, 
who,” he adds, 
with an impish smile, “I also con- 
sider should be inside it.” 

A man of many scholarly parts, 
with a vast range of learning at his 
command, Parkes. sees himself as a 
pioneer in his field. He regards his 
task as the attempt to reverse a 
Stream which has flowed in the 
wrong direction for 1900 years ; 
“to enable the relationship between 
Jews and non-Jews to be free from 
centuries of ignorance and preju- 


dice and to find its own proper 
level.” 

“Man,” he wrote recently, 
“needs of both Judaism and 


Christianity that each be true to its 
own mission from the one God to 
the one Creation.” The more pas- 
sionately he becomes Christian, he

Art Notes 


EXHIBITION OF 
SICKERT WORKS 


By F. €. STONE 


This year is the centenary of the 
birth of Sickert, and he is being 
written of as “the greatest English 
painter since Turner.” The Arts 
organising a definitive 
exhibition for the Tate Gallery in 
May, and in the meantime there is a 


first-class curtain-raiser at Roland, 
Browse and Delbanco’s. 
Most of the pictures here were 


painted in the first decade of the cen- 
tury, when Sickert was painting at the 
bottom of the tone scale, the period 
of his portrait of Zangwill, which is 
here: a few were painted about 
1895. There are many comparatively 
unknown works, such as the signifi- 
cant “ Entrance to Harbour. Dieppe 
Study in Mauve,” an early trial of 
his signature tune. 


Pupil of Whistler and Degas, 
Sickert was a genre painter and an 
Intimist like Bonnard and Vuillard 


and. had he settled further south than - 
Dieppe and exhibited in Paris instead 
of London. he would no doubt have 
receivéd the workd acclaim that they 
have. But it was natural for the 
humorous-minded Sickert, who was 
born in Germany of a Danish father 
and an Anglo-Irish mother, to look 
upon himself as an Englishnian. 


Love of Camden Town 


By virtue of his being brought here 
at the age of eight he came to know 
the drawings of Charles Keene, and 
by his absorption of the best of the 
English school of draughtsmanship 
(not to mention his worship of 
Ingres) he became also a master of 
form. and that very individual artist 
who loved Camden town and pre- 
served it for posterity.

SIMON BLUMENFELD'S 


THE PROMISED LAND 
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HAYDN’S OPERA

lor nmearty two hundred years 
Haydn has been recognised as one of 
the greatcst composers of the 
cighteenth century. But it was com- 
monly accepted that he had never 
achieved any a8 a4 Composer 
of opera, and the absence of any 
work in thes genre from his pen was 
always a subject of speculation, 
Then, three or four years ago, largely 
owing to the painstaking research of 
the American musicologist, Robbins 
Landon, in Vienna, the score was dis- 
covered of a full length opera. of 
Mondo della Luna.” which com- 
pietely upset all our preconceived 
notions concerning Haydn's gifts in 
this direction 


Performance proved that as opcra 
it ts on a very high level, not so 
brilliant as the Mozartian works, yet 
full of melody and rich invention. 
and admirably. fitted to its fantastic 
theme it to be produced in 
London next week by the enterprising 
small opera organisation, “Group 
Eight.” as part of the St. Pancras 
Music Festival. The cast is headed 
by several excellent singers, and the 
orchesira will be conducted by 
Adrian Sunshine. The first perfor- 
mance wu on Tuesday. 

The present series of Third Pro- 
gramme Invitation Concetts comes. to 
an end on Thursday. when the two 
modern works to be played are by 
Webern and Schénberg. Webern's 
“Concerto for Nine Instruments “ 
was composed m 1934, and was 
dedicated to Schénberg for his 60th 
birthday. Webern. was already 
practising the tone-row principle of 
composition by the time he wrote the 
concerto, but even at this carly stage 
he was using it with great flexibility 


and a baritone. voice, was written in 
1923, and was one of the carliest 
works in which he employed the 
twelve-tone technique, though it is 
found only in the movement which 
consists of setting a Petrarch sonnet 
for baritone. Thus, both these works 
mark a defmite stage in the com- 
posers creative activity. To balance 
these modern pieces the Melos 
Ensemble, conducted b Jacques 
Monod, will also play Beethoven's 
Septet opus 20. 

A recital to be given in the 
Festival Hall Recital Room on Sun- 
day evening deserves support for its 
musical as well as its philanthropic 
imterest. The Scopus Group of the 
Friends of the Hebrew University. 
are then presenting the very effcctive 
‘cello and piano duo consisting of 
Christopher Bunting and Peter Wall- 
fisch. From their very first appear- 
ance, soon after they had emerged 
from the student stage. these two 
artists revealed outstanding qualities 
both singly and together, and thet:

His father was a prosperous 
garment manufacturer in 
Czechoslovakia, who brought 
him and his mother to England 
when Hecht was eight years old. 
He was educated at the Poly- 
technic and University College, 
Hull, though it is clear that 
neither of them produced a 
quick, tolerant scepticism which 
smacks more of Prague than 
Yorkshire—or Regent Street. 

His first job after leaving 
university was as assistant to an 
economist-cum-publisher ; a job 
which nurtured the ambition to 
set up in publishing on his own. 
This he did, at the age of 22, 
adopting the name Souvenir 
Press (“1 haven't been able to 
live that down”), because his 
firm was meant initially to pro- 
duce “ brochures and theatrical 
programmes. Also Hecht is a 
foreign name, and Ben Hecht 
was rampant at the time.”

Next came a_ book 
which he “ghosted” himself, 
the autobiography of the Tot- 
tenham and Wales footballer, 
Ronnie Burgess. “We made 
£110 profit from 6,000 copies, 
which was ridiculous. But 
apparently not many publishers 
make money at all on their first 
hard-cover book.”
